For those who’ve 
planned vacations, 
don’t despair: the dis¬ 
trict plans to offer an 
opportunity to excuse 
absences for those fami¬ 


lies with trips scheduled 
for spring break and the 
Memorial Day three-day 
weekend. 

According to Direc¬ 
tor of Student Services 
Derek Shouse, Ander¬ 
son County parents 
that demonstrate 
their child’s trip is an 


“enhanced educational 
opportunity” may be 
able to get those days 
excused by their child’s 
school. 

“We can’t excuse just 
vacations, we have to 
document educational 
value,” Shouse said in a 
phone interview. 


The law allows par¬ 
ents to take up to 10 
“enhanced educational 
opportunity” days per 
year, Shouse said, given 
that their student fol¬ 
lows the guidelines 
for making up work,

Three 
shoplift 
$ 1,000 
of meat 

Police: suspects used 
large dog food bag 
to conceal packages

Three Lawrenceburg 
residents were arrested last 
Wednesday after attempt¬ 
ing to steal $1,108.89 worth 
of meat and a bag of dog 
food from Kroger. 

According to the police 
citation, 38-year-old Sharon 
Zinninger and 47-year-old 
Mark Zinninger, both resid¬ 
ing at 856 Copperfield Drive 
according to their driver’s 
licenses, met up with David 
Caudill, 47, of 1521 Lock 
Road, Lawrenceburg, at the 
back of Kroger Wednesday. 

The three proceeded to 
place packages of meat into 
one cart and then placed a 
large bag of dog food over 
the meat to conceal it, Det. 
Jeremy Cornish of the Law¬ 
renceburg police depart¬ 
ment said Monday morning.

retail. 

Although he’s never 


held political office or 
entered a political race, 
Gritton said he feels 
more than qualified 
to manage the fiscal 
oversight responsibili-

Bloody Sunday bridge to iconic Martin Luther King Jr. speech 


B road Street 
is the main 
thorough¬ 
fare leading out 
of the heart of 
Selma, Ala. It emp¬ 
ties into Highway 
80, which leads 
directly to Mont¬ 
gomery, the state 
capital some 50 
miles away. To exit 


Selma and feed into High¬ 
way 80 one must cross the 
Alabama River by way of 
the Edmund Pettus Bridge. 
The bridge is one of the 
most infamous symbols of 
the Civil Rights Era; a spot 
etched into the American 
story because of events that 
occurred there on March 7, 
1965, popularly referred to 
as “Bloody Sunday.” 


In 1965 Civil Rights Lead¬ 
ers were pushing hard against 
segregationist barriers that 
denied African Americans 
the right to vote. Alabama 
activists were promoting the 
idea of marching from Selma 
to Montgomery to highlight 
their grievances with a rally 
at the state house. They 
hoped to get the attention of 
Alabama Governor George 


Wallace but, better still, they 
hoped to galvanize public 
opinion for their cause. 

On Sunday morning, 
March 7 about 600 dem¬ 
onstrators gathered at the 
Brown Chapel Church in 
Selma with the intent to 
march to Montgomery. They 
walked the few blocks from 
the church to the edge of 
town and started up the 


incline that led onto the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge and 
Highway 80 beyond. They 
reached the apex of the 
bridge and looked over to the 
other side. Poised there was 
a phalanx of state troopers 
and local law enforcement 
officials. 

Marchers were stopped

For Valentine's Day, Mount Eden woman gets new heart 


30-year-old receives 
much needed heart 
transplant last Friday

Not everyone can 
say they received a new 
heart for Valentine’s Day 

Alisha Stamper, a 
Lawrenceburg native 
and Mount Eden, can. 

“Everybody around 
here is so excited that 
(the surgery is) over for 
her because she has a 
chance to live many, 
many more years,” Ali¬ 
sha’s sister, Delilah Hop¬ 
per of Mount Eden, said 
the day after Alisha’s 13 
1/2 hours of open heart 
surgery at the Cincin¬ 
nati Children’s Hospital. 
“I mean she got a heart 
for Valentine’s Day, what 
more perfect gift could 
you get than the gift of 
life.” 

Alisha, 30, has suf¬ 
fered from restrictive 
cardiomyopathy since 
she was diagnosed with 
the disease in 2011 and 
has experienced heart 
problems since her early 
teens, her sister said. 

Cardiomyopathy left 
Alisha short of breath 
and fatigued because 
the bottom of her heart 
could squeeze, but 
wouldn’t contract to 
allow blood to flow prop¬ 


erly to her lungs, Hopper 
said. 

The disease put a 
halt on the things Ali¬ 
sha loved doing, her 
sister said, because she 
couldn’t even walk from 
the parking lot to a 
store without losing her 
breath. 

“There’s no fixing it, 
the only fix for it is the 
transplant,” Alisha’s sis¬ 
ter said, adding that Ali¬ 
sha’s family also has a 
history of heart disease. 

Alisha received a 
pacemaker this past Sep¬ 
tember, and was put on 
the list for a new heart 
soon after on Sept. 30, 
2013. 

The first heart avail¬ 
able for Alisha for trans¬ 
plant was determined to 
be too high risk to result 
in a successful heart sur¬ 
gery, Hopper said. 

So Alisha and her 
Mount Eden family 
waited for the promise 
of another new heart. 

Jameson Stamper, 
Alisha’s husband of 
eight years, is a hopeless 
romantic, Hopper said. 

When Alisha and 
Jameson were just dat¬ 
ing, Jameson literally 
bought every rose in 
Kroger and filled the 
house with them, Hop¬ 
per said. 

“He had our house 
completely full of roses,” 
Hopper said, adding Ali¬

sha had been living with 
her at the time. “We 
had pictures of roses for 
days.” 

This year, Valentine’s 
Day plans included 
a hog hunting trip in 
Georgia following Alisha 
and Jameson’s Valen¬ 
tine’s Day celebrations 
on Friday. 

Jameson, an avid 
hunter, was supposed 
to leave at midnight on 
Valentine’s Day for Geor¬ 
gia, Hopper said. 

Alisha, Hopper and 
their mother’s two god¬ 
children had planned a 
trip to the aquarium for 
last Saturday, she said. 


A phone call last 
Thursday afternoon 
changed all of that. 

Hopper said the tim¬ 
ing of the transplant was 
a blessing. Alisha and 
her husband work, but 
like Hopper, they often 
live paycheck to pay- 
check. 

Fortunately last week, 
they had enough money 
to pay for hospital 
care and housing after 
receiving tax return 
funds right before Ali¬ 
sha’s heart transplant 
Friday. It was also lucky 
that Jameson hadn’t left 
for Georgia yet so that 
he could be by his wife’s 


side during the trans¬ 
plant. 

“I think it’s all a bless¬ 
ing in itself (the trans¬ 
plant) happened when it 
did,” Hopper said. 

Alisha and her family 
drove to Cincinnati from 
Mount Eden Thursday 
to get Alisha prepped 
for surgery. Because of 
the small size of Alisha’s 
chest cavity, her sister 
said, the Cincinnati Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital was the 
best place to perform 
the operation. 

Her family got to 
walk Alisha down the 
hall prior to the begin¬ 
ning of her operation at 
10 p.m. that night. 

The 26-year-old Hop¬ 
per, who said she’s insep¬ 
arable from her older 
sister, managed to stave 
off worries about her sis¬ 
ter undergoing invasive 
surgery and think about 
the “new normal” the 
heart transplant would 
bring to her sister’s daily 
life. 

Life wasn’t going to 
be normal ever again, 
but it’d be a new normal 
for Alisha. 

Hopper said she heard 
a helicopter land at the 
hospital around 2 a.m., 
the one bringing her sis¬ 
ter’s heart. 

At around 4 a.m., Hop¬ 
per and Alisha’s family 
received word that the 
heart was pumping 


blood on its own. 

Doctors allowed Ali¬ 
sha’s family members to 
see her at noon on Satur¬ 
day. The surgery took a 
little longer than normal 
due to minor internal 
bleeding as a result of 
Alisha being on blood 
thinners, Hopper said. 

“From the time they 
shut those doors to the 
first time her husband 
saw her, it was 131/2 
hours,” Hopper said. 

“It’s been very stress¬ 
ful, and I’m thankful 
we’ve got the heart and 
we’re on the way to end 
of our journey.” 

Alisha will spend 
the next 10-15 days in 
the hospital depending 
on how well recovery 
goes, and the next three 
months in the Cincinna¬ 
ti area for further reha¬ 
bilitation, Hopper said. 
Alisha’s husband will be 
making long trips from 
Taylorsville, where he 
works as a maintenance 
worker at Signature 
Health Care. 

Hopper said she 
doesn’t know who her 
sister’s heart is from, and 
isn’t sure if she’ll ever 
know. 

But Hopper’s grate¬ 
ful for the heart, and 
the new life it’ll bring 
for Alisha, “a New Year’s 
baby that was pretty 
much reborn on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day.”

ties that come with the 
role of county judge- 
executive. 

Gritton said he’s 
managed million-dollar 
budgets and enjoys 
working with people to 
impact the “bottom line” 
positively, career experi¬ 
ence he feels translates 
well to the job of county 
judge-executive and 
managing taxpayers’ 
dollars. 

Working with six 
different district mag¬ 
istrates — several of 
whom will be facing 
challengers in the 2nd, 
4th, 5th and 6th Districts 
in this year’s election — 
is an aspect of the job of 
judge-executive Gritton 
said he’s looking for¬ 


ward to. 

As branch manager 
at MainSource, Gritton 
said, he currently man¬ 
ages five employees. 
Over the course of his 
financial career, he said, 
he’s found himself in 
a position of authority 
and working with 4-5 
district managers in 33 
different states. 

“Being able to juggle 
tasks, different respon¬ 
sibilities, is a challenge 
that I would look for¬ 
ward to, not that I would 
see as overwhelming,” 
he said. 

Gritton said he sees 
himself as a county 
judge-executive who not 
only listens to problems, 
but also wants to hear 
about finding solutions 
to those issues. 

“In managing a suc¬ 
cessful business for 
20-plus years and hav¬ 


ing numerous employ¬ 
ees, obviously there is 
the personal relation 
skills,” Gritton said, 
“being able to communi¬ 
cate with people, getting 
different ideas, being 
able to round table dis¬ 
cussions but then being 
strong enough to stand 
on the decision that is 
made and being able to 
move forward.” 

If elected county- 
judge executive, Gritton 
said he’d like to focus 
on creating opportuni¬ 
ties for job growth in 
the county, partly by 
working hand-in-hand 
with city government 
to bring new industries 
and economic growth to 
Lawrenceburg. 

“The city is part of 
the county, and we 
should all work together 
as one cohesive unit,” 
Gritton said. “That’s 


better for the county 
overall. 

“If it makes sense for 
the county and makes 
us move in a positive 
direction, I’m all for it,” 
he continued. “It’s not 
one person’s voice, it’s 
one community’s voice.” 

Gritton will be run¬ 
ning against two other 
Republican candidates, 
Noal Cotton, Jr. and 
Blan Lickliter, in the 
upcoming May 2014 
primary. 

Incumbent John 
Wayne Conway, elected 
to his seat in 2010, will 
be running for re-elec¬ 
tion as the sole Demo¬ 
cratic candidate in the 
county judge-executive 
race. 

When asked how he 
intends to campaign 
in the coming months 
before the Republican 
primary, Gritton said he 


won’t ask for votes by 
using negative tactics. 

“I would like to gain 
people’s votes on what 
we can positively do 
for the future,” he said. 
“I’m going to run a clean 
campaign, I want people 
to see me as a trustwor¬ 
thy, honest, faithful.” 

Gritton will also be 
hosting a campaign 
kick-off at Tanya’s 


Hometown Buffet, 101 
Hilltop Drive, next Tues¬ 
day, Feb. 25 starting at 
6:30 p.m. Gritton said he 
would be accessible to 
the public through his 
Facebook page, Orbrey 
Gritton for Anderson 
County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive. Interested voters 
can also follow Gritton 
on Twitter at @smit- 
ten4gritton.

on the east side of the 
bridge and ordered to 
disperse. Shortly after 
that order was given, the 
police attacked. March¬ 
ers were beaten with 
billy clubs, run over by 
horse-mounted officers, 
and tear gassed. They 
were literally chased 
back to Brown Chapel 
Church. Among those 
who were viciously 
beaten that day was a 
young organizer named 
John Lewis who would 
later be elected to Con¬ 
gress from Georgia’s 5th 
Congressional district, 
a seat he has held con¬ 
tinuously since 1987. 

Bloody Sunday was 
not the end of the 
matter. Martin Luther 
King sent out a plea to 
ministers of all races 
from around the nation 
to come to Selma to 
assist the cause. They 


responded. Two days 
after Bloody Sunday, 
King led a “symbolic” 
march of about 2,500 
people. At the bridge the 
group was once again 
met by Alabama state 
troopers. Marchers knelt 
and prayed before turn¬ 
ing back. Over the next 
several days, the federal 
courts ruled that the 
marchers had a right 
to peaceful protest and 
instructed that they 
receive police protec¬ 
tion. 

Then, on Sunday, 
March 21 approximately 
3,200 demonstrators 
started at Selma and 
made their way toward 
Montgomery. Planes and 
helicopters flew over¬ 
head for their protec¬ 
tion. When the march¬ 
ers came to Highway 80, 
as had been previously 
arranged, 300 of them 
were allowed to con¬ 
tinue the entire way to 
the capital. Traveling 
about 12 miles per day 
and sleeping in hastily 
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arranged tents along 
the way the marchers 
arrived in Montgomery 
on Thursday March 25. 

More than 25,000 peo¬ 
ple lined the streets and 
snaked up the capitol 
lawn. From the capitol 
steps, within sight of the 
Dexter Avenue Baptist 
Church where he was 
the Pastor, Dr. Martin 
Luther King delivered a 
rousing oration. 

It has come to be 
known as his “How 
long? Not long” speech. 
Most people know 
King’s “I Have a Dream” 
speech delivered from 
the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial. It is his most 
famous address but, to 
me, for sheer prosaic 
power, lofty imagery, 
and oratorical precision, 
“How long? Not long” 
is at least as effective if 
not more so.

In 2013 the 
bridge was declared a 
National Historic Land¬ 
mark.

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Jury trial begins next Thursday for home invasion suspect 


Peach charged with 
stealing guns, cash

Charles D. Peach, one 
of four suspects charged 
with rob¬ 
bing and 
threaten¬ 
ing two 
Law- 

renceburg 
teenagers 
at gun¬ 
point last 
February, 
is scheduled to hear his 


charges reviewed by 
a jury beginning next 
Thursday in Circuit 
Court. 

A trial by jury is set 
for Feb. 27-28 starting 
at 9 a.m. on Thursday 
in Circuit Court, accord¬ 
ing to the Circuit Court 
docket. 

Peach faces one 
count of first-degree 
robbery and one count 
first-degree burglary, 
both Class B felonies; 
two counts of theft by 
unlawful taking of fire¬ 


arms and one count of 
tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence, all Class D 
felonies. 

Peach is currently 
being held in the Shelby 
County Detention Cen¬ 
ter. 

Two other suspects in 
the home invasion inci¬ 
dent — Ryan C. Ashburn 
and Andrew E. Muns — 
have been charged with 
first-degree robbery, 
first-degree burglary, 
theft of firearms and 
tampering with physical 


evidence. 

A fourth suspect who 
was a juvenile at the 
time of the home inva¬ 
sion, Kendall Cunning¬ 
ham, faces five felony 
charges as an adult for 
his alleged involvement 
in the home invasion on 
Citation Lane. 

According to docu¬ 
ments from the Law- 
renceburg Police 
Department, then 
17-year-old Cunning¬ 
ham allegedly followed 
two other male suspects, 


Andrew Muns and 
Charles Peach, into a 
Citation Lane residence 
in late February as a 
fourth man, Ryan Ash¬ 
burn, waited in a get¬ 
away car outside. 

Once inside the Cita¬ 
tion Lane residence 
Peach, Muns and Cun¬ 
ningham allegedly stole 
$30 in cash from one of 
the victims along with 
a .9 mm handgun and 
a .40 caliber rifle that 
belonged to owner of 
the residence, who was 


not home at the time. 

Cunningham wore a 
bandana over his face, 
police said, and allegedly 
pointed the handgun at 
two teenagers inside the 
home and threatened 
them. 

All four suspects 
have pleaded not 
guilty to their respec¬ 
tive charges, according 
to previous Anderson 
News reports.

The Zinningers and Caudill proceeded 
to bypass checkout lines and exited the 
store, but were intercepted 
by a Kroger loss prevention 
employee, Cornish said. 

Sharon and Mark Zin- 
ninger were arrested and 
charged Wednesday with 
theft by unlawful taking 
over $500 and less than 
$10,000 by the Lawrence- 
burg police department, 
according to arrest data pro¬ 
vided by Jailer Joani Clark. 

Caudill was arrested 
and charged with theft by 
unlawful taking over $500 
and less than $10,000, first- 
degree possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, posses- S.Zinninger 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 
operating on a revoked or 
suspended license, accord¬ 
ing to arrest data from 
Clark. 

According to Cornish, the 
Kroger incident was not the 
first time the Zinninger 

Officer Clay Crouch 
allegedly charged Sharon 
and Mark Zinninger with 
attempting to shoplift at the Lawrence- 
burg Wal-mart in a similar manner, 
according to Cornish. 

Zinninger also allegedly rented thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of tools from 
Edmondson’s Plumbing Supply, pawned 
the tools and sold them in Indiana, Cor¬ 
nish said. 

Cornish said he suspects the motive 
for the Kroger shoplifting incident may 
have been drug-related, with the meat 
either allegedly being traded or sold to 
receive funds for drugs.

Although probation 
was not included in the 
plea deal offered by the 
Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney’s Office in January, 
Comley requested Hick¬ 
man reconsider proba¬ 
tion for Case based on 
the absence of previous 
criminal history, her 
age and financial status. 

Prior to Case’s sen¬ 
tencing for second- 
degree criminal abuse, 
her attorney Max Com¬ 
ley submitted a stack of 
letters to Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman 
as character references 
of the “things she’s 
done since” Case was 
first charged. 

Hickman, after read¬ 
ing Case’s sentence, 
denied probation. 

“Although (Case) has 
no criminal history, the 
facts cannot be ignored 
that these are serious 
offenses,” Hickman 
said. 

Case, along with the 
girl’s mother Rebecca 
Medley and the girl’s 
father Herbert Medley, 
was first charged with 
first-degree criminal 
child abuse in Septem¬ 
ber 2012. 

Herbert Medley is 
scheduled to appear in 
Circuit Court for a sta¬ 
tus conference hearing 
on March 4. 

Case was sched¬ 
uled to stand trail 
in January 2014, but 
later accepted a plea 
offer on the charge of 
second-degree criminal 
abuse from the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney’s 
office. 

The abuse charges 
stem from a state police 
investigation during 
which Case reportedly 
told troopers that the 
3-year-old was tied to 


her bed from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. each day. 

Case also acknowl¬ 
edged that the child 
was also tied to the bed 
for a two-hour nap, and 
spent an additional four 
hours tied up for disci¬ 
pline, according to the 
documents. 

The 3-year-old girl 
was allegedly being tied 
up from June 1, 2012, 
through Aug. 3, 2012, 
when a child protective 
services worker alerted 
the state police. 

Case was also sched¬ 
uled to be arraigned 
Tuesday on a separate 
charge of perjury after 
the 66-year-old attempt¬ 


ed to falsify her finan¬ 
cial status to obtain a 
public defender for the 
child-tying case. 

Case’s arraignment 
for the perjury charge 
has been continued 
to March 18 in Circuit 
Court in order that Case 
can retain legal repre¬ 
sentation. 

The Anderson Grand 
Jury indicted the 
66-year-old on Feb. 5 
with one count of first- 
degree perjury, a Class 
D felony according to 
court documents, and 
she was arrested and 
taken to Shelby County 
Detention Center two 
days later. 


Case, according to 
the indictment, com¬ 
mitted perjury when 
she “made a material 
false statement, which 
she did not believe, in 
an official proceed¬ 
ing, while under oath 
required or authorized 
by law” on or about 
Sept. 6, 2012. 

A perjury charge 
could result in a prison 
sentence of up to five 
years, according to state 
statute. 

The Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney’s 
Office began an investi¬ 
gation into Case’s claims 
of indigency following 
an investigation by The 


Anderson News in late 
December 2013. 

Case claimed on an 
affidavit of indigency 
that she did not own 
real estate shortly after 
her arrest in September 
of last year, according to 
the affidavit. 

Real estate docu¬ 
ments showed Case has 
owned the Terri Lane 
property since 1977, 
and took sole owner¬ 
ship when her husband 
passed away in April 
2009, more than three 
years before her arrest. 

The deed to the prop¬ 
erty shows no change 
in ownership since 
that time, meaning 


it appears when Case 
claimed she did not own 
real estate on the affi¬ 
davit, she actually did. 

About a year after 
claiming she did not 
own any property, Case 
obtained a $132,000 
reverse mortgage, 
records show. 

Case’s name is also 
shown on property 
tax bills on file at the 
Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

The 2013 property 
tax statement shows 
that the property is list¬ 
ed to Joe and Carolyn 
Case, and that Carolyn 
Case paid the bill Oct. 

16, 2013, in cash.

Two weeks plenty 
for absence option 

Use, don't abuse district's opportunity to excuse trips 

A s red roses and helium balloons rotated in and out of the 
middle school doors last Friday morning, I found myself 
in a vicious conversation cycle. 

Again. 

I fought so hard not to talk about the snow, the ice, the salt, 
the weather: conversation starters so common as to bore every¬ 
one to tears by now. (Sorry, board members, teachers 
and other Anderson County district staff. I’ll try to 
be a better conversationalist in the future.) 

Wait — don’t skip over this column to the obituar¬ 
ies (which are on A6, by the way) just yet. I promise, 

I have a good and informative reason to continue 
this conversation about makeup days. 

Mostly because many of you — our readers and 
Facebook friends — continued the conversation 
throughout last week through letters to the editor 
and social media comments. 

Following the board’s decision to cancel spring 
break and Memorial Day, I asked parents and oth¬ 
ers interested in the board’s choice to express your 
thoughts. 

A few of the responses, understandably, wondered why the 
topic was still being discussed. Others were happy with the deci¬ 
sion. Some parents, not so much. 

For more on the board’s decision, the numbers from the 
online survey and subsequent community response, see Al. 

An Anderson County High School graduate and current Air 
Force Academy cadet, Matthew Sprague, also expressed his con¬ 
cerns about remembering those who served in a letter on A5 
about using Memorial Day as a makeup day. 

What hasn’t been discussed, at least not at length, is a loop¬ 
hole that parents can use to excuse their children during spring 
break and the Memorial Day holiday. 

The district’s solution to parents wringing their hands over 
unrefundable, pre-planned vacations? 

“Enhanced educational opportunities.” 

Typically granted for students participating in a foreign 
exchange program or an intensive instructional program in a 
core content area, the “enhanced educational opportunity” will 
allow parents to pull their kids out of school for scheduled trips 
and vacations. 

Of course, the process is a little more rigorous than that. 
Parents have to demonstrate the trip will be educational, and 
some schools require an educational activity per day the student 
plans to be gone from school. 

Saffell Street Elementary, for example, insists students not 
only promise to make up all work within three days, but that 
students must make a presentation about their trip to the class 
within a week of returning to the classroom. 

From the perspective of staff like Director of Student Services 
Derek Shouse, the “enhanced educational opportunity” must 
feel like a win-win for families and the district. 

No one loses money, reservations or time with their family, 
and the district still gets funds from the state for that student’s 
attendance. 

The enhanced educational opportunity, according to Shouse, 
allows students to be marked as “present,” and the district gets 
full funding for that student’s attendance. 

What surprised me most about the enhanced educational 
opportunity weren’t the guidelines, but the number of days, by 
state law, that are allowed to be used for these kinds of absences. 
Ten. Two weeks, if we’re going by the five-day school week. 
Unless it’s an extremely different circumstance, no parent in 
Anderson County should find it necessary to write two weeks 
off on a vacation as an “educational opportunity.” 

Shouse said the district would be amending its policy for the 
2014-2015 and reducing the maximum “enhanced educational 
opportunity” absences from 10 to 5 days. 

But theoretically, any parent that can prove their vacation 
is an “educational opportunity” can pull a student out for up to 
two weeks, and that child will still be counted as “present” for 
attendance purposes. 

As parents finalize spring break plans, I can only hope no 
one will take undue advantage of this absence “loophole,” and 
that each school principal will use his or her discretion wisely in 
granting requests. 

I’ll be interested to see how many parents in the coming 
weeks decide to go this route, if any, and I’ll try to report back on 
those numbers in a future column. 

But for now: no more weather talk; our readers deserve better. 
Cross my heart and hope not to have another snow day. 

O ne more thought before I finish off this column for the 
week: Leap Day. Although there is no Leap Day (Feb. 29) 
this year, I wanted to see how many Anderson County 
residents, if any, were born on that date. If you know of someone 
who’s from Lawrenceburg or currently resides in the area who 
was born on Feb. 29, email me at mdowns@theandersonnews.

I love it when the tempera¬ 
ture is a little closer to my 
age now than when I was 
born. Wowzer. What a winter 
we have had so 
far. I went 10 days 
without driving up 
the drive. It sure 
got me in shape. 

You can be sure 
that I’m going to 
take advantage of 
this warm spell 
to restock and 
reload. Carrying a 
40-pound bag of 
dog food or 3-gal- 
lon box of water, 
up a 60 percent 
grade, on slippery snow and ice, 
is not my idea of a good time. 

We can also take advan¬ 
tage of this warm weather by 
getting out the pruners and 


getting a little green under 
our thumb. Those who enjoy 
a spring garden should start 
their broccoli, cauliflower and 
cabbage seeds indoors now. 
They’ll be plenty big enough 
to put in the ground when the 
time is right. 

It’s the perennials that need 
pruning and some could even 
stand a little fertilizer.

For health nuts, cauliflower 
should be new go to vegetable 


C auliflower is low in calories and 
carbs. It has crunch that contrib¬ 
utes to a sense of fullness when we 
eat it raw. When compared to a potato, 
ounce for ounce, cauliflower 
has fewer calories (15 per half 
cup compared to 74) and car¬ 
bohydrates (2.5 per half cup 
compared to 17.) Cauliflower 
is fat and cholesterol free 
just like potatoes, very low in 
sodium and low in calories. 

Cauliflower is high in vita¬ 
min C and a good source of 
folate. 

When buying cauliflower 
look for creamy white com¬ 
pact curds, which is the name 
for the florets that make up 
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the head. Also look for bright green, 
firmly attached leaves. Avoid cauli¬ 
flower heads that are turning yellow, 
have brown spots or loose sections that 
are spread out. This is a sign that the 
cauliflower is overly mature or starting 
to go bad. Choose a head that’s heave for 
its size. 

Refrigerate the cauliflower head in 
its wrapper and use within five days. 

You can eat it fresh or roast it, put it in 
stir fry or soup or puree it as a mashed 
potato substitute. 

Cauliflower as well as potatoes can be 
dressed up or down to make a high fat 
cheesy side dish or served plain for extra 
low calories. The good nutrition of the 
food is really based on the company it 
keeps. When you prepare food at home, 
you know what’s in the dish. When you 
eat out, you need to ask how the food 
was prepared. The recipe below could 
be prepared with either cauliflower or 
boiled potatoes. However, the potato 
version would have about 5 times the 
amount of calories just because the pota¬ 
to has more calories per portion.

Cauliflower Casserole 

Makes 8 servings 
1 head cauliflower 
1 cup fat-free sour cream 
1 cup low-fat shredded Cheddar cheese 
1/2 cup crunched cornflakes 
1/2 cup finely chopped green pepper 
1/2 cup finely chopped red bell pepper 
Paprika 

1/2 cup finely chopped white onion 
1 teaspoon salt 

1/4 cup grated, reduced fat Parmesan cheese 
1. Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. 

2 .Grease a 2 quart baking dish with cooking spray. 

3. Remove the core and any green leaves form the 
cauliflower head. Chop the remaining head into 2 inch 
pieces. Bring one cup water to a boil over high heat. 
Add the cauliflower, reduce heat and cook until tender, 
about 5 minutes. Drain and set aside. 

4. Combine sour cream, Cheddar cheese, corn flakes, 
peppers, onion and salt in a medium bowl. Stir in the 
cauliflower and put in a prepared baking dish. 

5. Sprinkle Parmesan cheese and paprika over the 
top of the dish. 

6. Bake uncovered until heated through, about 30 
- 35 minutes.

branch and divide it into three even 
pieces, in your head. Then, lop off the 
last third piece with the pruners. 

I’m even hoping to get to the 
grapes. I’m horrible about pruning 
my grapes at the right time. I never 
want to go out in February and when 
March rolls around I’m already in the 
garden. So, I forget. This year I may 
just get to it. 

Those of us with established aspar¬ 
agus and rhubarb need to remove the 
old tops and add a little nitrogen to 
the soil. That should ensure a bum¬ 
per crop this spring. If you want free 
nitrogen, then spread your old coffee 
grounds around. Otherwise, pick up a 
bag of ammonium nitrate. 

The fruit trees could do with a 
little nitrogen as well. Using ammoni¬ 
um nitrate, peaches, plums and cher¬ 
ries should get l/6th pound and pears 
get l/8th pound sprinkled around the 
drip line. 

Those of you confused by the term 
“drip line” need only to look at the 
tree. Imagine raindrops falling from 
the tips of the branches, onto the 
ground. It’s where the shade would 
end if the sun were shining down 
from directly above it. 

That drip line should be where the 
tiniest roots end underground. Then, 
they take the fertilizer up into the 
roots, feeding the entire tree. Spread¬ 
ing it around the trunk doesn’t do as 
well. 

Since we’re in a fertilizing frame 
of mind, we might as well give the 
houseplants a shot. Keep a look out 
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Brooke Slone of Lawrenceburg, granddaughter of Gene and Kathy Linzy, recently served 
as a page for Kentucky Senate President Robert Stivers (R-Manchester) on a recent snow 
day from Anderson County Middle School.

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for spider mites, while you’re at 
it. Spider mites are tiny green, red 
or brown creatures that cover the 
undersides of leaves with a fine web. 
They can kill the plant, if you don’t 
treat it. 

The mites cause the leaves to turn 
yellow and curl. Plan a three day 
attack. Get the plant near the sink’s 
power nozzle and spray the leaves 
with a strong jet of water to clean the 
web off the leaves. Do this three days 
in a row. Then, spray them with insec¬ 
ticidal soap. 

The Old Farmer’s Almanac is 
predicting a hot and wet summer. I 
don’t need to remind you of Anderson 
County’s lovely clay soil. Clay sure 
holds the moisture! You can amend 
that soil by adding sand and compost 
to it. You can also build yourself a 
raised bed or two. 

Raised beds are just frames that 
you fill with soil. The good kind of 
soil that will drain better than clay. 

A little clay is good, because it holds 
more minerals and nutrients than 
regular soil. You can also cover raised 
beds to keep the soil dry. Then, you 
can remove the cover when you’re 
ready to plant. 

Now, let me remind you that, his¬ 
torically, some of our worst winter 
storms arrive in late February. We’ve 
made it through this long. Repeat 
after me: “We can make it to May. 
Summer’s on its way.” Happy Grow¬ 
ing.

Linda Armstrong, district judge 
of the 53rd Judicial District since 
1998, announced her resignation on 
Feb. 10, with her last day scheduled 
for March 16.

Steve Beshear after a complicated 
judicial process. 

“Circuit judges serve eight year 
terms, and district judges serve four 
year terms - the elections coincide 
in 2014 - so that may be a factor in 
whether to fill this by appointment 
or whether to just wait until this 
fall,” Hiatt said. 

If the decision is made not to 
appoint a replacement? 

“They would have to assign 
senior judges or other sitting judg¬ 
es,” Hiatt said. 

Two candidates have filed to 
replace her in this year’s district 
judge race: Commonwealth Attor¬ 
ney Laura Donnell and attorney J.R. 
RoBards.

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More patients refusing transport by ambulance 


Against the advice 
of first responders, 
20-25 percent say no 
to ambulance

More Anderson Coun¬ 
ty residents are refusing 
to be transported by 
ambulance against the 
advice of first respond¬ 
ers, Public Safety Direc¬ 
tor Bart Powell said, 
although it’s been diffi¬ 
cult to determine why 
By the end of 2013 an 
average of 70-80 people 
per month refused to 
go to the hospital via 
ambulance, Powell 
said, about 15-20 more 
patients than at the 
beginning of 2013. 

The number of peo¬ 
ple requesting not to use 
an ambulance accounts 
for roughly 20-25 per¬ 
cent of total ambulance 


runs a month, accord¬ 
ing to data provided by 
Powell. 

Sometimes the reason 
for a non-transport can 
be simple, Powell said, 
such as a wreck that 
resulted in few to minor 
injuries and doesn’t 
require the assistance of 
an ambulance. 

One explanation, 
however, has become 
more common in recent 
months, Powell said; 
patients who say no to 
an ambulance because 
of concerns about a lack 
of health care or expen¬ 
sive health insurance. 

Some patients have 
declined because they 
say they won’t be able 
to afford potentially 
expensive hospital bills 
that follow a ride in an 
ambulance, according to 
Powell. First responders 
don’t usually have the 
information available 
to find out if a patient 
later sought medical 


help by driving them¬ 
selves or going to the 
hospital as a passenger. 

“Out of those (month¬ 
ly runs), some people 
relayed to us that they 
can’t go to the hospital 
because of insurance,” 
Powell said. “Many times 
it’s ‘I can’t afford it.’” 

Powell hesitates to 
pin the increase in non¬ 
transport requests on 
patients’ claims of insur¬ 
ance or hospital expens¬ 
es, mainly because first 
responders’ early data 
on the reasons why peo¬ 
ple refuse ambulances 
are mostly anecdotal. 

First responders 
know exactly how many 
people refused to take 
an ambulance in the 
last year, but have not 
confirmed if there’s a 
clear pattern or trend 
for the reason why 
there is an increase of 
non-transports, or why 
those refusals are hap¬ 
pening now. 


Although non-trans¬ 
ports requests appeared 
to have increased over 
the course of 2013, 
Powell said, the first 
month of 2014 resulted 
in a lower than usual 
number of those declin¬ 
ing to go to the hospital 
by ambulance with 
about 60 non-transport 
requests. 

But Powell said he’s 
watching and waiting 
to see what a continued 
increase in non-trans¬ 
port requests means for 
patients and what it 
could mean for setting 
the EMS budget. 

“For whatever rea¬ 
son, we see it as a sad 
situation,” Powell said of 
those who refuse trans¬ 
port by ambulance. “Of 
course, they have every 
right not to go to refuse. 
We share with them our 
pre-hospital findings, 
and we encourage them 
to go (to the hospital) 
and explain to people 


the consequences if they 
don’t.” 

Ambulance runs are 
reimbursed based on 
the type of run and total 
mileage, Powell said, 
according to guidelines 
set by the government 
and insurance providers. 
Anderson County EMS 
receives payments for 
ambulance runs in the 
mail nearly every day, 
but by the time bills 
have been processed and 
vetted through insur¬ 
ance companies, those 
payments may be for 
an ambulance run that 
happened 90 days ear¬ 
lier. 

Since coverage for 
the Affordable Care 
Act, otherwise known as 
Obamacare, went into 
effect Jan. 1,2014, Powell 
said there’s the possibil¬ 
ity of further delays 
in payment because of 
changes in how paper¬ 
work is completed and 
how ambulance runs 


are billed. 

Powell said there’s 
still uncertainty about 
how the healthcare 
law may affect how 
much revenue EMS will 
receive through insur¬ 
ance providers, the way 
those payments will be 
made and how mileage 
will be reimbursed. 

Powell said he’s confi¬ 
dent in his staff to stay 
informed and diligent 
about tracking trends 
regarding changes in 
ambulance runs, if any 
correlation between 
insurance coverage 
and the number of 
non-transport requests 
should develop in the 
coming months. 

“As this health care 
package rolls out in its 
entirety, we want to 
make sure we’re well 
informed,” he said.

As many as 20 com¬ 
petitively awarded 
scholarships for the civil 
engineering program 
will be awarded for 
students to attend the 
University of Kentucky,

State University. 

“Civil engineers and 
civil-engineering tech¬ 
nologists are critical 
to the mission of the 
Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet and are 
involved in a wide vari¬ 
ety of transportation 
functions,” Transporta¬ 
tion Secretary Mike 
Hancock, himself a for¬ 
mer scholarship student 
and UK College of Engi¬ 
neering alumnus, said in 
a news release. 

The KYTC Engi¬ 
neering Scholarship 


Program includes the 
opportunity for paid 
summer employment 
and placement with 
KYTC in a full-time 
job upon graduation. 
Students agree to work 
one year for KYTC for 
each year of scholarship 
assistance. 

Freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores receive $5,750 per 
semester, and juniors 
and seniors receive 
$6,150 per semester 
to complete a Bach¬ 
elor of Science in civil 
engineering.

In addition, KYTC 
and the Kentucky Com¬ 
munity and Technical 
College System (KCTCS) 
teamed to develop an 
associate degree pro¬ 
gram in civil engineer¬ 
ing technology at two 
campuses - Bluegrass 
Community and Tech¬ 
nical College in Lexing¬ 
ton and Big Sandy Com¬ 
munity and Technical 
College in Prestonsburg. 

The cabinet will 


award up to 10 scholar¬ 
ships for participat¬ 
ing students, who can 
attend either campus. 
Each scholarship stu¬ 
dent will receive $2,750 
per semester, plus the 
opportunity of a sum¬ 
mer job and full-time 
placement with KYTC 
upon graduation. 

As with the civil 
engineering scholarship 
program, students who 
receive civil engineer¬ 
ing technology scholar¬ 
ships agree to one year 
of work with KYTC for 
each year of school.

T here is an old 

saying that goes 
“the proof is in 
the pudding.” 

Likewise, the Bible 
says in 1 
John 2:3, 

“And by 
this we 
know that 
we have 
come to 
know 
him, if we 
keep his 
command¬ 
ments ” For 
example, 
if I claim 
to be a skilled athlete 
and when it comes to 
the game of basketball 
I can dominate the 
court, what is going to 
prove my claim? My 
ability (or inability) 
to play the game of 
basketball is going to 
validate or disqualify 
my claim to be a very 
skilled basketball 
player. 


Last week I ref¬ 
erenced the work of 
Jesus Christ on the 
cross in securing salva¬ 
tion for all who will 
trust him in repentant 
faith. Those truly born 
again can have the 
assurance they are 
eternally secure in 
Christ. But it doesn’t 
end here. Rather, this 
is just the beginning. 

One reason we can 
have the assurance of 
salvation in Christ is 
because of its practi¬ 
cal outworking in our 
lives. It is true that our 
salvation is not based 
on our works, because 
we rest in God’s free 
and sovereign grace in 
Jesus Christ. By practi¬ 
cal I mean that it pro¬ 
duces practical fruit; it 
works out practically 
in our lives. To know 
Jesus means that we 
observe his command¬ 
ments. As one preacher 
put it, the Christian 


should be the “Bible 
bound in shoe leather.” 

In his book “What 
Jesus Demands from 
the World,” John Piper 
writes, “You can teach 
a parrot all of Jesus’ 
commands, but you 
cannot teach a parrot 
to observe them. Par¬ 
rots will not repent, 
and worship Jesus, and 
lay up treasures in 
heaven, and love their 
enemies, and go out 
like sheep in the midst 
of wolves to herald the 
kingdom of God.” 

The truth is that it 
is impossible for us to 
do anything of eter¬ 
nal significance apart 
from regeneration by 
the Holy Spirit. When 
Jesus encountered the 
rich young ruler in 
Mark 10 (verses 25-27) 
and saw his response, 
his conclusion what 
that such things are 
impossible with man; 
they are only possible 


with God. There has to 
be a change of heart 
wrought by God the 
Holy Spirit. 

1 John 2:3 is making 
a conditional state¬ 
ment: “You say you 
know Jesus; prove you 
know Jesus!” Similarly, 
reformer and theo¬ 
logian John Calvin 
penned that it is “the 
knowledge of God, 
derived from the gos¬ 
pel, is not ineffectual, 
but that obedience 
proceeds from it.” 

Christians cannot be 
perfect in this life; but 
all Christians should 
be progressing by 
God’s grace and power 
in holiness and confor¬ 
mity to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Some people, 
however, claim to be 
Christians like I hypo¬ 
thetically claimed to 
be a good basketball 
player; when put to 
the test their words 
and actions simply

He definitely doesn’t run to 
count how many permanent 
marker bubbles he’s filled on 
his laminated cards or how 
many of those circles have 
been punched out with a hole 
puncher. 

Landon ran 67 miles this 
school year as of last Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

Not that Landon is count¬ 
ing. Not really. 

“I like it because it’s good 
for your heart,” Levitt said of 
why he enjoys Saffell Street’s 
“100 Mile Club,” a running 
club that began this fall. 

“It keeps my legs strong.” 

Fellow runner and fifth 
grader Jordan McHugh said 
he couldn’t even jog the whole 
way around Saffell when he 
first joined the running club. 

Now he’s pitter patting 
right behind Levitt, clocking 
55 miles as of last Thursday. 

“I just love running and 
getting sweat on my clothes,” 
McHugh, who often runs and 
bikes with his dad, said. 

Laura Choire, a fourth 
grader, said she even joined 


cross-country for the first 
time this year. Fellow fourth 
grader Skylar Tincher said 
she loves the 100 Mile Club 
because “it gets up and our 
energy. It gets us healthy.” 

Saffell’s “100 Mile Club” is 
the result of a one-time $1,000 
Active Schools grant that 
physical education teacher 


Doug Roher applied for and 
received at the beginning of 
the school year. 

Roher, who’s been teaching 
at Saffell for more than 20 
years, said the grant — which 
he’ll be receiving in install¬ 
ments — gave him several 
options to choose from to pro¬ 
mote physical activity, but 


he thought the 100 Mile Club 
would be something the kids 
would enjoy the most. 

Running doesn’t cost the 
students or the school any¬ 
thing and is essentially non¬ 
competitive, Roher said, and 
it’s not a huge time commit¬ 
ment; the club meets to run 
for about 30 minutes several 
times a week, and students are 
not obligated to attend. 

Last Thursday students got 
to jog, walk and run round 
and round through the hall¬ 
ways, stopping briefly at the 
gym to get a dot on the hand 
marking how many laps 
they’d done. 

Students can then track 
how many of those laps trans¬ 
lated to miles and record those 
miles on square pieces of 
paper by filling in or punch¬ 
ing out circles. 

The ultimate goal for 
young runners like Levitt: 
running 100 miles by the end 
of the school year. 

The hardest part of the 
running club? Getting out of 
the way of the crowds of kids, 
students said. 

Roher estimates that 
roughly 180 Saffell Street 
Elementary students have 
signed up with the club since 


it began. When he began the 
running club a few weeks into 
school, Roher said he antici¬ 
pated about 75 kids signing 
up. 

Adult monitors had to insti¬ 
tute a rule that students could 
only run on the right side of 
the hallway to keep students 
from running into one anoth¬ 
er, fourth grader Tyler Parker 
said. 

The $1,000 grant is partly 
being used to reward runners 
for hitting mileage goals, with 
prizes awarded at 25-, 75- and 
100-mile distances, Roher said. 

Tincher said she tries to get 
to running club as often as 
she can, and hopes her mom 
will be able to join her in 
the mornings when the club 
switches to running Monday, 
Wednesday and Fridays from 
7-7:30 a.m. 

Roher said he hopes to host 
a 5K run and walk at the ele¬ 
mentary school in the spring, 
with students from the 100 
Mile Club and their parents 
invited to participate. The 5K 
at Saffell is still in the plan¬ 
ning stages, but Roher said the 
event will likely be part fun¬ 
draiser to help raise money to 
continue the running club for 
next school year. 


How to get an excused absence 

for Spring Break. Memorial Day 

Parents who wish to get excused absences for students during the previ¬ 
ously scheduled spring break, March 31-April 4, and Memorial Day holi¬ 
days now have another option: "the enhanced educational opportunity.' 

Depending upon the child's school, parents can fill out a form to include 
information about the trip such as: 

• What core curriculum subject will be enhanced by the trip 

• What is the significant educational value of the trip 

• What educational activities will be offered on the trip 

Although the law allows parents to submit forms for these absences up 
until a day before the trip, Director of Student Services Derek Shouse 
said, most Anderson schools require a week's notice. 

Each school's requirements are different, Shouse said. The middle school, 
for example, asks students to have one educational activity docu¬ 
mented per day and that all work must be made up within three days 
of returning to school. 

Some schools may ask students to give a report or presentation following 
their excused absences, Shouse said. 

More information on how to apply for the enhanced educational oppor¬ 
tunity absence will be available on the district's website.

explaining the educa¬ 
tional value of the trip 
and other requirements. 

This type of excused 
absence marks the 
student as “present” on 
attendance records, he 
said. 

Because the district 
receives its Support 
Education Excellence 
in Kentucky (SEEK) 
money based on aver¬ 
age daily attendance, 
which will help make 
the best out of a bad 
situation, according to 
Shouse. 

The Anderson Coun¬ 
ty school board, after 
reviewing online survey 
results from parents, 
students and staff, voted 
unanimously to approve 
an adjusted calendar 
with students expected 
to be in class during 
spring break, March 31 
through April 4, and 
on Memorial Day, May 
26 to make up 12 days 
missed due to inclement 
weather. 

The last day of school 
is scheduled for Friday, 
May 30, given that there 
are no more school clos¬ 
ings for the rest of the 
year. 

During the special- 
called meeting Wednes¬ 
day school board 
member James Sargent 
called the decision a 
“no-brainer” after the 
majority of survey 
takers chose to use 
both spring break and 
Memorial Day rather 
than add more days to 
the beginning of June. 

“We are accountable 
to the citizens of this 
county,” fellow board 
member Roger McDow¬ 
ell said. 

More than 4,300 
people responded to 
the survey, with 30 
percent or about 1,307 
survey takers indicating 
they wished to make 
up missed school by 
using spring break and 
Memorial Day. 

A staff survey 
showed that 32 percent 
or about 100 staff mem¬ 
bers voted to use part 
of spring break and 
remain in session on 
Memorial Day. 

The option to use 


all of spring break and 
Memorial Day was a 
close second, at 30 per¬ 
cent of voters. 

Staff will be able to 
use their three personal 
days and two unpaid 
days of leave, if still 
unused, during the week 
of spring break and/or 
Memorial Day, Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell 
said. 

The district missed a 
total of 14 days of school 
not including Feb. 3, 
originally a profes¬ 
sional development day 
rescheduled to be used 


as a makeup day until 
inclement weather had 
other ideas. 

In addition to spring 
break and Memorial 
Day, Anderson County 
students will be attend¬ 
ing classes on Presi¬ 
dents’ Day, Feb. 17 and 
March 10 to make up 
for snow days. 

School districts who 
canceled school for 
more than 20 days due 
to weather can apply 
for a waiver from the 
state. 

With lawmakers 
anticipated to file bills 


this session addressing 
the unusually high 
number of school clos¬ 
ings this winter, there 
may be some additional 
accommodations for 
those districts that have 
missed fewer than 20 


days. 

That legislation, if 
it passes, is not likely 
to affect Anderson 
County’s calendar 
until spring break had 
already come and gone, 
Shouse said during the 


special-called meeting. 

Any additional days 
missed because of snow, 
ice or other inclement 
weather will need to be 
added onto the end of 
the school year.

L et’s face it. We live in basketball 
country. 

If you fail to or, probably 
more accurately, refuse to acknowl¬ 
edge that, well, there _ 

just isn’t much I can do. 

The University of 
Kentucky has led the 
nation in basketball 
attendance every year 
but one since 1996. The 
year it wasn’t at the 
top (2005), the Wildcats 
were second. In fact, 

UK has been No. 1 or 
No. 2 every year since 
Rupp Arena opened in 
1976-77.

The first time I met him, he said, “I 
eat, breathe and sleep wrestling.” 

After watching him several 
times this year, I 
believe that is kind of 
like saying New York 
is a big city. It’s true, 
of course, but under¬ 
stated. 

Then there is Karla 
Williams, the Ander¬ 
son County swimming 
coach. 

Competitive swim¬ 
ming is just a different world from 
most sports. In some places, several 
schools band together with the 
same coaches who simply continue 
to coach club teams through sever¬ 
al schools.

I see Williams’ passion in the 
exclamation marks she often uses 
in her e-mails to me. 

Suffice it to say, I have become 
a fan of both of these coaches who 
toil under the radar.

Finally at full strength, 
Anderson could be 
dangerous tourney team

A season that saw high 
hopes go south suddenly has 
the possibility of a happy 
ending for Anderson County 
boys’ basketball. 

The Bearcats host long¬ 
time rival Franklin County 
in the regular-season finale 
Friday night at 7:30 p.m. Then 
Anderson looks to begin its 
second season against Collins, 
the team ranked at the top of 
the Eighth Region, in the first 
round of the 30th District 
Tournament next Tuesday at 
Shelby County High School. 

Friday, the Bearcats will 
be saying goodbye to seven 
seniors who will be play¬ 
ing their last game on Glen 
Drury Court. All post-season 
games will be away from 
home, regardless of how far 
the Bearcats advance. 

Anderson will be host¬ 
ing Franklin, a team that, 
like Anderson, has hovered 
around .500 most of the sea¬ 
son. Unlike Anderson, which 
had won four straight head¬ 
ing into Tuesday’s game at 
Paris, Franklin had lost four 
of its last six through the 
weekend. 

“I have seen Franklin 
County and I thought that 
athletically, they are as good 
as anybody,” Drury said. 

Seniors Chris Roberts 
(6-foot-2 and 240 pounds) and 
Lorenzo McCaskell give the 
Flyers a strong inside game 
while guard Rylan Rowe, 
another senior, leads Franklin 
with 16 points a game. 

Collins looms in district 

Anderson has had numer¬ 


ous strokes of bad luck during 
the season, most notably not 
having everyone available 
for the crucial 30th District 
seeding games. As a result, 
the Bearcats dropped all three 
and are the lowest-seeded 
team in the district for the 
first time ever. 

Anderson was the four- 
seed in the 2011 tournament, 
but at that time, the district 
was home to five teams. 

Tuesday, the Bearcats have 
the unenviable task of trying 
to derail Collins in the first 
round of the district tourna¬ 
ment. A slight pick to win the 
region in pre-season, Collins 
has done nothing to change 
that perception through the 
year. The Titans stood at 
20-3 after beating Harrison 
County Saturday night and 
are gunning for their third 
straight district title. 


Collins, which split from 
Shelby County in the 2010-11 
school year, is also hunting 
for its first Eighth Region 
title. The Titans have coined 
the 2014 season “Operation 
Eighth.” 

While Collins’ only loss 
since Dec. 28 came at Louis¬ 
ville Trinity two weeks ago, 
Anderson has to feel it has 
a chance at the upset in the 
opener. Since the Trinity loss, 
Collins has won three games 
by a total of six points, includ¬ 
ing a 3-point win over the 
same Frankfort team that 
Anderson routed on Feb. 1. 

Collins was to play at Male 
Tuesday night. 

The Titans give Anderson 
major matchup problems 
with the athletic Ralphie 
Stone, the Eighth Region’s 
Player of the Year, patrolling 
the paint and guard Lawson 


Page providing the same 
kind of leadership exhibited 
as quarterback during the 
school’s run to the football 
state championship. 

Collins has talent, athleti¬ 
cism, depth and a team chem¬ 
istry prompting a common 
belief this is the strongest 
Collins team yet. 

But Anderson also knows it 
has been playing well of late. 

“Winning takes care of 
itself,” Drury said. “I am glad 
that our team is feeling good 
about what we are doing.” 

The Bearcats were impres¬ 
sive in a win over Owen 
County last week, their 
fourth straight. But as Owen 
coach Devin Duvall noted, 
the biggest thing is that 
Anderson is finally healthy 
and together. 

“They are at full strength 
now,” Duvall said. “That

should be a whale of a district 
tournament.” 

Playing so many games 
short-handed, Anderson 
sports a rather pedestrian 11-8 
record. But with all players 
present, the Bearcats are 10-3, 
with two of the three losses 
coming early in the season 
before football players had 
been able to practice more 
than a handful of days. 

So, for all practical pur¬ 
poses, Anderson is 10-1 when 
at full strength, making the 
Bearcats a very dangerous 
fourth-seeded team. 

“I think we have had a 
tough schedule,” Drury said. 

“I never anticipated going 
0-3 in seeding games, I never 
anticipated not having every¬ 
body in all of the seed games. 

I did anticipate we would be 
playing Shelby County or 
Collins in the first round.” 

And Drury knew his team 
would be a work in progress. 

“I did say this would be a 
February team,” he said. “We 
have started to play much 
better because we are finally 
understanding that our 
defense is important to our 
success.”

Owen, which had won 
eight of its last nine 
games, fell to 14-8 on 
the year. 

“It all started with 
(Zach) Freeman 
tonight,” Anderson 
coach Glen Drury said. 
“Freeman did a great 
job on Williams, giving 
up a lot of size. 

“The kids understood 
where Williams was 
and where they needed 
to be.” 

The 6-foot-2 Free¬ 
man was one of three 
Anderson players - Ross 
Cox (6-4) and Darius 
Harvey (6-3) were the 
other two - given the 
task of slowing the 
6-7 Williams who has 
already been hearing 


from Division I colleges. 
According to Anderson 
statistics, Williams hit 
5-of-12 shots from the 
field and just 2-of-8 free 
throws. 

“Their physicality 
in the first half put a 
lot of pressure on him,” 
Owen coach Devin 
Duvall said of Williams. 

“We understood the 
scouting report tonight 
and applied it,” Drury 
said. “In Owen’s defense, 
they missed some clears 
and missed some shots 
they normally hit.” 

Indeed. 

Anderson’s physical 
play resulted in 18 fouls 
with both Cox and Har¬ 
vey going to the bench 
with five. But it also 
appeared to frustrate 
an Owen team that was 
short on size apart from 
Williams and must use 
a short bench. 


Leading 13-10 at the 
first quarter break, the 
Bearcats pushed out to 
a 29-16 cushion at the 
half. Owen made sev¬ 
eral pushes in the final 
16 minutes but could 
never pare Anderson’s 
lead to less than eight 
points. 

“We basically used 
Freeman, Cox and 
Harvey on Williams, 
but give Owen County 
some credit. When we 
went to a zone in the 
second half, they hit 
some shots,” Drury said. 
“Our defense was very 
good and our offensive 
execution was excel¬ 
lent in the first half. 

We didn’t play out of 
control. We played as a 
team. Give our kids a 
lot of credit on that.” 

And the Bearcats 
needed all of it as Owen 
outscored the Bearcats 
39-38 in the final 16 
minutes. 

“We didn’t make 
some of those shots 
in the first half,” said 
Duvall. “That 13-point 
difference (at halftime) 
was really the differ¬ 
ence in the game.” 

Anderson got big 
games from its back 
court as Cummins and 
Estes riddled the Reb¬ 
els with quick drives 
through the lane and 
bombs from 3-point 
range. Cummins buried 
three home runs. 


But more than any 
individual, it was a 
matter of the Bearcat 
team coming together 
figuratively and liter¬ 
ally. 

The Bearcats 
appeared to accept their 
roles and mesh bet¬ 
ter against Owen. But 
both Drury and Duvall 
attributed some of that 
to Anderson having 
a full complement of 
players. Through 19 
games, Anderson has 
rarely suited up its 
entire roster. 

“I saw them against 
Woodford County (a 
67-59 win five days ear¬ 
lier) and knew they are 
much better,” Duvall 
said. “They have not 
been at full strength 
all year. Now they are 
healthy (with players) 
one through 10.” 

But Drury says the 
Bearcats still have a 
way to go before the 
play Collins in the first 
round of the 30th Dis¬ 
trict Tournament next 
Tuesday, Feb. 25. 

“We didn’t come 
out in the second half 
tonight with the same 
sense of urgency,” 

Drury said. “I could 
see it in (halftime) 
warmups. I told Coach 
(Jimmy) Young we 
didn’t have that same 
sense of urgency in the 
second half. 

“If we want to do 


something, really do 
something, we have 
got to have a sense of 
urgency for 32 min¬ 
utes.” 

Still, Drury was 
elated with a win over 
a team that has flown 
a bit under the radar 
in recent years but 
has been to the Eighth 
Region Tournament 
semi-finals three of the 
last five seasons. 

“We were lucky to 


beat them in the first 
round of the region 
last year,” Drury said. 
“They beat us the year 
before. They have the 
player of the year in 
the region and they are 
good. I was real happy 
with the win. I knew 
we would have to play 
great to beat them.” 

And stingy.

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Cox said. “It just seemed 
like the right place 
for me to go. I thought 
about it and thought 
about it and just 
couldn’t get UK off my 
mind. They are doing 
some great things over 
there.” 

Cox will join at least 
six other in-state players 
who have announced 
they would walk on 
at UK and join what is 
already rated as a Top 
20 recruiting class and 
perhaps the best in 
Wildcat history. 

Among the top sign- 
ees are John Hardin 
lineman Matt Elam, 


who Coach Mark Stoops 
signed despite a huge 
push from Alabama, 
and quarterback Drew 
Barker of Conner, 
ranked among the Top 
10 nationally at his 
position. Barker chose 
Kentucky over South 
Carolina. 

In a bit of irony, Cox 
intercepted Barker’s 
final high school pass. 

If there was a sur¬ 
prise in Cox committing 
to UK, it was in that the 
Associated Press first- 
team All-Stater did not 
receive an abundance 
of scholarship offers. “I 
had a lot of preferred 
walk-on offers, but no 
scholarships,” Cox said 
after his announce¬ 
ment. 

Anderson coach 


Mark Peach smiled 
when asked about the 
lack of scholarship 
offers for the versatile 
Cox, who rushed for 
665 yards and had 991 
yards receiving while 
leading Anderson to the 
Class 5A semi-finals. 

He had 20 offensive 
touchdowns evenly split 
between running and 
catching. 

Cox also returned 
three kickoffs for scores 
and returned an inter¬ 
ception for six points. 

“That is a great ques¬ 
tion,” Anderson coach 
Mark Peach said when 
asked about the lack of 
scholarship offers. “Neal 
(Brown, UK’s offensive 
coordinator) has spoken 
to me about Ross on 
more than one occasion. 


He said they like his 
versatility and what he 
can do as a receiver and 
even as a tight end. He 
can block well, he runs 
to the ball and catches 
the ball well. 

“A lot of the things 
we do are similar to 
what Neal is doing at 
Kentucky. There is some 
familiarity there. They 
feel he is going to fit 
their system well.” 

NCAA rules pro¬ 
hibit any Wildcat coach 
from commenting on 
walk-ons until they are 
enrolled at the school 
and have officially 
joined the team. 

As a preferred walk- 
on, Cox has been offered 
a spot on the team but 
will not receive any ath¬ 
letic scholarship money. 


Peach believes Cox 
has an opportunity to 
be part of what many 
are predicting as a 
resurgence of Kentucky 
football. 

“There is a long list 
of people out there 
who have gone on to 
great things as a walk- 
on,” Peach said. “I was 
watching Georgia Tech 
last year and their best 
player by a mile was a 
young man named Rob¬ 
ert Godhigh (who was 
named to several All- 
ACC teams). He did not 
receive a scholarship 
until his junior year. 

You watch Georgia Tech 
and wonder why it took 
that long for them to 
give him a scholarship. 
Sometimes it just works 
out that way.” 


When it came time 
to make a decision, the 
love of the Big Blue won 
out in Cox’s heart. 

“I think he was like 
a lot of in-state kids,” 
Peach says. “He has 
always dreamed of 
playing at Kentucky. 

He has gotten to know 
Coach Stoops and Coach 
Brown. This is what he 
wanted to do.” 

Cox just smiled when 
asked about those big 
moments in recent 
Wildcat history. 

“I have rushed the 
field after every big win 
over there,” he said. 

And he hopes to be 
part of many more.

- Alex Avritt, Destiny 
Stewart and Jessica Rice 

- have stayed with the 
sport through their 
high school careers. The 
five make up the start¬ 
ing lineup for the Lady 
Bearcats, who have 
their sights not only 

on a regional title but 
the school’s first state 
championship in any 
sport sanctioned by the 
Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association. 

(Anderson’s only state 
titlist, the 1964 girls’ 
track team, won two 
years before the KHSAA 
took over the sport.) 

Cann and McKee’s 
legacy will long be seen 
in the Anderson record 
books, where they are at 
the top of nearly every 
category. 

Stewart, who has 
started nearly every 
game at point guard 
since her freshman year 

- she missed the second 
half of her sophomore 
season with a knee inju¬ 
ry - is in the school’s top 
five assist leaders. 

Avritt started some 


before becoming a 
lineup fixture as a 
junior and is the team’s 
defensive stalwart. Rice 
spot-started through her 
career before settling 
in this year. A deadly 
shooter, she seems to 
be playing her best 
basketball as the Lady 
Bearcats enter the post¬ 
season. 

“You just hope to get 
a group like this once in 
your coaching career,” 
Anderson coach Tony 


Kays said recently. “You 
would like to have a 
chance to coach one 
player with a chance to 
be Mr. or Miss Basket¬ 
ball and we have two on 
the same team. 

“But Makenzie and 
Eriel don’t worry about 
that. They only care 
about the team. The rest 
of the kids understand 
their roles and come to 
work every day. I have 
been blessed to have 
them.”

Anderson wins 35th 
straight district game

For a good portion 
of Anderson County’s 
59-25 win over Collins, 
the only question was 
whether the visiting 
Titans would actually 
score in the second half. 

That is how domi¬ 
nating Anderson was 
in a 30th District girls’ 
basketball game last 
Wednesday. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats really did not 
play all that well for 
much of the contest. 
Anderson gradually 
pulled away from the 
over-matched Titans, 
then exploded in the 
second half for their 
35th straight win in dis¬ 
trict play. 

Anderson had eased 
out to a 32-12 halftime 
lead, then outscored the 
visitors 13-0 in the third 
frame. By the time Col¬ 
lins’ Janette Hynes hit 
two free throws with 


4:43 to play, Anderson 
was up 49-12 and the 
clock was running with 
limited stops as a result 
of the so-called “mercy 
rule.” 

Makenzie Cann led 
the onslaught with a 
pair of 3-pointers. The 
senior, appearing to be 
feeling much better 
than the night before 
against Franklin County, 
tallied a game-high 
13 points. Nine differ¬ 
ent Anderson players 
marked the scorebook, 
but Eriel McKee was the 
only other Anderson 
player in double figures, 
scoring 12. 

Katie Vogel led Col¬ 
lins with seven points. 

Anderson simply 
dominated, even though 
the Lady Bearcats 
appeared to be going 
through the motions at 
times early in the game. 
That might have been 
expected as the Lady 
Bearcats had beaten Col¬ 
lins 77-38 a few weeks 
earlier, and had already 
sewn up the top seed in 
the 30th District Tour¬ 
nament. 


But at times, Ander¬ 
son appeared ready 
to play “bombs away” 
instead of tuning up for 
the post-season. 

“We weren’t real big 
on our focus early on 
tonight,” said Ander¬ 
son coach Tony Kays. 
“Against their zone, they 
were giving us open 
shots, and we got a little 
happy with the 3-point- 
ers when we should 
have been attacking 
the basket more. That is 
what we want to do. We 
want to go to the bas¬ 
ket and get to the free 
throw line.” 

Anderson never 
trailed and never 
appeared to even be 
pushed by the Titans, 
now 5-12 on the year. 

The Lady Bearcats led 
15-8 after a quarter and 
32-12 at halftime. 

Collins was without 
coach Phillip Conder, 
who was serving the 
last game of a KHSAA- 
mandated suspension 
after being ejected in an 
earlier contest. 

“We refocused at 
halftime and then came 


out and did pretty much 
what we wanted to do,” 
Kays said. 

Anderson, which 
improved to 20-4, could 
celebrate its eighth 
consecutive 20-win cam¬ 
paign. Collins, which 


was formed in 2010-11, 
has never beaten Ander¬ 
son in girls’ basketball.

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son coach Tony Kays. “I am 
really proud of the kids to 
come out ahead like this on 
a night where it wasn’t our 
best shooting night, but we 
say, ‘Defense wins champion¬ 
ships.’” 

And last Tuesday, the Lady 
Bearcats had a championship- 
level defensive performance 
against the high-scoring 
Flyers. Whether it was Eriel 
McKee pulling off another 
spectacular steal and turning 
into a layup or Alex Avritt 
putting on a clinic in fun¬ 
damental defense late, the 
Lady Bearcats found a way to 
prevail. 

Little went right for the 
Lady Bearcats offensively. 
They hit just 4-of-18 three- 
point shots and never found 
their offensive rhythm. Miss 
Basketball finalist Makenzie 
Cann, who appeared to be 
suffering a bit of a relapse 
from a sickness that had side¬ 
lined her two weeks before, 
missed all six of her 3-point 
attempts and finished with 
just seven points. 

But Anderson’s other Miss 
Basketball finalist, Eriel 
McKee, took over in the sec¬ 
ond half, scoring 12 points 
- including Anderson’s final 
eight - as the Lady Bearcats 
overcame a 24-21 halftime 
deficit. 

“It just flowed to me,” 
McKee said of how things 


evolved during the game. “It 
is what I do best, so I just took 
it to the rim.” 

Indeed. 

With Anderson clinging to 
a 39-36 lead with two minutes 
to play, McKee drove for a 
basket. Thirty seconds later, 
she pulled off a heist at mid¬ 
court and turned that into 
another basket. Then with 
39 seconds to go, McKee got 


free along the baseline, took 
an out-of-bounds pass from 
Cann, then laid the ball in to 
give Anderson a 45-38 advan¬ 
tage. 

Franklin scored on a pair 
of free throws with seven sec¬ 
onds left and Malaka Frank 
hit an uncontested layup at 
the buzzer to set the final 
score. 

McKee finished with 18 


points to lead all scorers. 

“That was just Eriel,” Kays 
said. “She is so capable of 
doing that. She is always 
doing something like that and 
raises the level of her game. 
She is going to be around the 
ball. 

“Eriel increased her defen¬ 
sive pressure and we finally 
got a matchup where we felt 
she would have a little bit of 
an advantage.” 

That Anderson was even in 
a position to win was in large 
part due to a defense that did 
not allow any Franklin player 
to score over 10 points and hot 
shooting from senior Jessica 
Rice, who lit up the Flyers for 
11 points, all in the first half. 
While the rest of the Ander¬ 
son team struggled offensive¬ 
ly, Rice swished all three of 
her 3-point shots to keep the 
Lady Bearcats within striking 
distance. 

“If Jessica doesn’t hit those 
shots, we are way down 
early,” Kays noted. “She has 
done that before. Jessica is 
playing with a lot of confi¬ 
dence lately and I thought 
her defense was good tonight” 

McKee added, “She is step¬ 
ping up like we need her to.” 

But in what turned out 
to be a chess match - “It was 
very intense. They are a big 
rival,” Rice said - it was the 
least glamorous part of the 
game, defense, that mattered 
most. 

“You have to give a lot of 
credit to Franklin County,” 
Kays said. “Their chang¬ 
ing defenses kept us out of 


sync early. They are very 
well-coached team and have 
a good shot to win the 11th 
Region.” 

But Kays was also compli¬ 
mentary of his team’s will¬ 
ingness to do the little things 
that separates the great from 
the good. Anderson aspires to 
post-season greatness in 2014. 

Kays noted Avritt as an 
example. “She did all the 
little things,” Kays said. “She 
did them in every aspect 
of the game. She is making 
good decisions and has really 
stepped it up. 

“She is our strongest defen¬ 
sive player and she guarded 
Frank. Frank got four points 
in the second half and two of 
them were on a last-second 
layup, so that is an outstand¬ 
ing job.” 

Both teams are slight 
favorites to win their respec¬ 
tive regions, but would not 
see each other again until the 
state championship game on 
March 16 in Bowling Green. 
There is a lot of basketball 
to be played, but the teams 
might have gotten a taste of 
what it will take last Tuesday. 

“We had a great crowd 
tonight,” Kays said. “It felt 
like it had a post-season type 
atmosphere. You had two 
very intense teams playing 
hard and battling.” 

And that, more than the 
high-octane, spectacular 
highlights, is what makes a 
championship team.

Mason, Moninger 
have strong times

Six Anderson County 
swimmers advanced 
into the second day 
of competition at the 
Region 3 meet, hosted 
by Russell County High 
School. 

The Bearcat boys’ 
team had a nice showing 
with two relay teams 
and two individuals 
making it to Saturday, 
while Kylie Gehefer 
advanced in the girls’ 
100-yard breaststroke. 

“Our boys did a fan¬ 
tastic job and Kylie 
Gehefer kept the wom¬ 
en’s team afloat with 
her two points,” said 
Anderson coach Karla 
Williams. 

Gehefer, a senior, 
made it to the consola¬ 
tion final of her best 
event, turning in a 
1:21.65 in the prelimi¬ 
nary round, then plac¬ 
ing 15th in a the 20-team 
region with an almost 
identical finals time of 
1:21.66. Sixty-five girls 
were entered in the 
event. 


Gehefer was just over 
three seconds short of 
making it to the cham¬ 
pionship final and was 
the last qualifier to 
advance to the second 
day, but she was com¬ 
fortably ahead of the 
next swimmer. 

“Kylie was deter¬ 
mined to make it to the 
finals,” Williams said. 
“She was seeded 11th 
before the meet with a 
time of 1:19.68, her per¬ 
sonal best, which she 
had not been able to get 
to, especially since her 
slip and fall at an earlier 
meet. Kylie didn’t quite 
get down to her goal, but 
she managed to land a 
spot in the consolation 
heat.” 

The Anderson boys’ 
team got to the second 
day in four events with 
200 yards being the 
right distance. Ander¬ 
son qualified for the 
consolation final in the 
medley and freestyle 
events. 

“Both boys’ relays did 
a great job and managed 
to drop more time on 
the second day during 
finals,” Williams said. 
“They showed a lot of 
drive and determination 


to do well. Josh Lindsey, 
who swam a 29.02 in his 
individual 50 free, man¬ 
aged to swim his 50-yard 
leg of the 200 freestyle 
relay in 27.60, a very 
impressive time for a 
first-year swimmer.” 

Others on the relay 
teams were Casey Mon¬ 
inger, Ben Spear and 
Cameron Peyton. James 
Mason replaced Lindsey 


in the medley relay. 

The freestyle relay 
placed 11th in the final 
standings while the 
medley relay came in 
10th in the region. 

Individually, Casey 
Moninger advanced in 
the 100-yard backstroke 
while James Mason 
moved to the second day 
in the 100-yard breast¬ 
stroke. 


Moninger turned 
in a personal best of 
1:08.58 in the prelimi¬ 
nary round, making the 
finals in 15th place. He 
remained in 15th place, 
but added over a second 
to his time in the final. 

Mason qualified for 
the consolation final in 
11th place and remained 
there on Saturday but 
shaved almost three 


seconds off his time in 
the final. “This was his 
last meet and he was 
determined to make it 
a memorable one with 
a great time,” Williams 
said. “It was a very 
happy and emotional 
close to this season for 
all seniors and myself.”

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won his first to regional 
matches, recording pins 
in both. “He just took 
care of business,” Lan- 
num said. 

But Mason’s win 
did not come without 
a fight. Davis, who 
entered the tourna¬ 
ment with a 37-11 
record, tried to rally 
even after Mason built 
a 7-0 lead. Mason got hit 
with an illegal hold late 
in the second period, 
then Davis scored on a 
takedown himself early 
in the final period to 
make it 8-3. 

But with 20 seconds 
to go, Mason practically 
sealed things with a 
reversal that made it 
10-3. 

“He is, by far, the 
best I have ever beat¬ 
en,” a jubilant Mason 
said. “I have never 
beaten anyone else that 
is ranked.” 

Kentuckywrestling. 
com had Davis ranked 
fifth in the state in its 
most recent ratings, 
released Jan. 30. Mason, 
seeded second in the 
region, was not ranked. 

“This is quite an 
accomplishment,” 
Mason said. “I never 
thought I would get this 
far. I was just happy to 
be at the regionals.” 

Mason became 
Anderson’s first indi¬ 
vidual regional cham¬ 
pion since Eric Spencer 
won the 145-pound class 
two years ago. 

Mason was not the 
only surprise for the 
Bearcats as classmate 
Austin Phillips, seeded 
third in the region, 
pulled another upset in 
the 145-pound semifi¬ 


nals. Phillips decisioned 
Franklin County’s 
Dmitri Hubbard, seeded 
second, to earn a spot in 
the finals. 

Woodford County’s 
Max Andreoni, ranked 
sixth in the state, 
pinned Phillips for the 
title but Phillips is still 
able to compete at the 
state meet. 

“Anytime you can 
get to the state, that is 
the ultimate goal,” Phil¬ 
lips said. “Just getting to 
the state is the impor¬ 
tant thing.” 

Despite being vir¬ 
tual neighbors, Phil¬ 
lips said he had never 
faced Andreoni before. 
Andreoni opened a 
quick 6-2 lead and even¬ 
tually recorded the pin. 

“It was a good expe¬ 
rience for him and he 
wrestled well today,” 
Lannum said of Phil¬ 
lips. 

Seniors Chris McDan¬ 
iel (132 pounds) and 
Tucker Pridemore 
(170) both qualified for 
the state and will go 
in four-seeds, mean¬ 
ing they will compete 
against another region’s 
champion in the first 
round. “We thought 
we could get McDaniel 
(seeded second) into the 
finals, but in the semis, 
he just didn’t press the 
pace enough. He was a 
little too cautious,” Lan¬ 
num said. 

Liam Mitchell, of 
Woodford County, 
ended McDaniel’s drive 
to the title but in the 
consolation bracket, 
McDaniel pinned North 
Oldham’s Dominic 
Esposito before losing 
a thriller to South Old¬ 
ham’s Shane Watson, 

2-0, in the third-place 
match. 

Pridemore entered 


the tournament seeded 
fourth. After being 
sent to the consolation 
bracket, Pridemore 
endured several stop¬ 
pages in his bout with 
David Hayden of South 
Oldham. Hayden bled 
from his nose several 
times before Pridemore 
finally prevailed on 
the mat to advance to 
the state. Pridemore 
dropped a decision to 
Franklin County’s Kyle 
Perkins in the consola¬ 
tion match. 

Two other Anderson 
wrestlers, Cody Dil- 
low (152) and Caleb 
Boyles (220) placed 
fifth in the region and 
are alternates for the 
state. If one of the top 
four regional wrestlers 
is unable to compete 
at the state, the quali¬ 
fiers are bumped up 
accordingly and the 
alternate goes in as the 
four-seed. That might 
not be determined until 
Friday. 

“We wrestled pretty 
good,” Lannum said. 
“When you get to this 
tournaemnt, the guy 
that makes the few¬ 
est mistakes is going 
to win. We made a 
few mistakes but we 
did well. We have two 
seniors and two under¬ 
classmen going to the 
state. 

“I think we might 
be able to sneak one on 
the podium.” 

The top eight finish¬ 
ers in each class receive 
a medal. 

And as Phillips 
noted, it is a new season 
at the state tourna¬ 
ment. “When you get 
to the state,” he said, 
“everybody is 0-0.”
